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PREFACE, 


With  the  volume  which  îs  now  submîtted  to  the  public  ît 
îs  întended  to  close  the  présent  séries  of  extracts  from  the 
archives  of  the  Corporation  of  Nottingham. 

The  appearance  of  the  volume  has  been  impeded  by  a 
variety  of  causes  which  it  will  scarcely  be  thought  necessary 
to  specify  hère  :  but  it  may  be  mentioned  that  one  principal 
cause  of  delay  has  been  the  vast  number  of  records  to  be 
perused  or  examined,  which  has  necessarily  rendered  pro- 
gress  much  slower  than  in  the  case  of  the  preceding  volumes, 
for  the  compilation  of  which  there  was  not  nearly  so  great  a 
superabundance  of  materials. 

From  such  a  quantity  of  matter  sélection  was  by  no 
means  easy,  but  it  is  believed  that  very  little,  if  anything,  of 
real  value  or  importance  has  been  omitted.  The  excluded 
documents  are,  for  the  most  part,  duplicate  or  of  very  minor 
interest. 

This  volume,  like  its  predecessors,  has  been  edited  by 
Mr.  W.  H.  Stevenson,  and  the  Rev.  Canon  James  Raine, 
M. A.,  D.C.L.,  has  revised  the  Latin  translations.

It  ought,  in  fairness  to  Mr.  Stevenson,  to  be  added 
that  hîs  labours  hâve  given  the  most  complète  satisfaction 
to  the  Town  Council,  and  that  his  accuracy  and  judgment

I.  The  Nottîngham  records  of  the  period  of  thîs  volume  are 
very  numerous,  but  they  seem  to  be  sadly  déficient  at  dates  when 
they  might  hâve  yîelded  matter  of  great  and  gênerai  înterest  It  îs 
to  be  regretted  that  whilst  so  great  a  mass  of  dry  légal  records  has 
been  handed  down  to  us  from  thîs  perîod,  there  are  no  other  références 
to  the  defeat  of  the  Spanîsh  Armada  than  the  two  entrîes  prînted  at 
p.  217.  The  only  référence  to  Queen  Elizabeth  is  the  record  of  a 
reward  given  to  the  constables  of  the  town  in  1585-6  for  their  services 
in  împressîng  post-horses  for  her,  and  her  rival  Mary  Stuart  îs  only 
mentîoned  in  connexion  wîth  the  purveyance  of  provisions  for  her. 
We  hâve,  however,  records  of  several  visits  of  James  I.  to  the  town, 
and  an  account  of  the  réception  of  hîs  wife  and  eldest  son,  the  ill- 
fated  Prince  Henry,  at  Nottingham  on  their  journey  to  London 
shortly  after  the  accession  of  James.  The  Gunpowder  Plot  is  not 
mentîoned  untîl  1624,  and  it  îs  then  în  référence  to  a  picture  of  one 
of  the  conspîrators  who  suffered  death  and  who,  *  as  they  sayd,'  was 
canonized,  the  notorious  Father  Henry  Gamet  being  seemingly  meant 
Of  more  restricted  înterest  are  the  numerous  presentments  of  ré- 
cusants, agaînst  whom  the  magistrates  seem  to  hâve  been  very  loth 
to  proceed,  so  much  so  that  the  Mîckletorn  Jury  threaten  to  invoke 
the  aid  of  the  Justices  of  Assize  (p.  363),  and  the  Sessions  Jury 
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déclare  that  they  are  weary  of  makîng  thèse  presentments  (p.  384). 
There  are  many  gîfts  recorded  to  preachers,  some  of  whîch  are 
prînted  în  the  foUowîng  sheets.  The  Mîckletom  Jury  în  1588 
request  that  an  order  may  be  made  for  the  attendance  of  the  Councîl 
at  the  *  most  Godlye  exercise  of  preachînge  on  the  Frydaye  once  a 
weake'  (p.  222),  and  în  161 7  the  Council  even  grant  a  salary  to  a 
preacher  (p.  354).  Thèse  preachers  were  usually  Puritans,  and  theîr 
encouragement  by  the  Councîl  îs  évidence  of  the  existence  of  a 
Puritan  spirît  amongst  them.  In  1624,  îndeed,  one  of  the  Aldermen  is 
called  a  *  dissemblinge  Puritayne/  *  hypocrite/  etc.  It  îs  possible  that 
some  of  the  later  gîfts  by  the  Councîl  to  troops  of  players  may  hâve 
been  inspired  by  a  désire  to  prevent  theîr  acting  in  the  town.  Thîs 
seems  to  be  clearly  the  case  în  1624,  when  a  reward  was  given  to 
Prince  Charles's  players  *  because  they  should  not  playe  in  the  towne  ' 
(P-  387).  In  the  days  of  Elizabeth  the  players  were  better  received, 
the  Councîl  în  1572  erecting  a  scaflFold  in  the  Gild  Hall  for  the 
Queen's  players  to  perform  upon,  and  payîng  for  aie  consumed  at  an 
inn  during  another  of  theîr  performances  (p.  143).  Permission  to 
play  în  the  Hall  was  also  extended  to  the  Earl  of  Sussex's  players  in 
1577  (?•  168).  There  are  numerous  entries  of  rewards  to  various 
troops  of  players  belonging  to  the  households  of  the  neîghbouring 
nobility  and  gentry  and  to  the  surrounding  villages.  It  has  been 
found  possible  to  print  only  a  few  of  thèse  entries.  The  payments 
to  bearwards,  crîpples,  maimed  soldîers,  refugees,  and  other  unfor- 
tunates  recorded  in  the  following  sheets  in  like  manner  represent  only 
a  small  sélection  from  the  very  numerous  entries  in  the  accounts. 
The  décision  of  the  Council  in  1620  that  two  non-Burgesses  or 
*  foreigners  *  should  be  chosen  to  represent  the  borough  în  Parliament 
'  for  the  easinge  of  the  townes  chardge  *  îs  of  interest  (p.  373).  Four 
years  later  John  Selden  appears  amongst  the  list  of  the  candidates  to 
represent  Nottingham  in  Parliament  (p.  387).  It  is  characteristic  of 
the  period  to  find  the  Council  so  frequently  makîng  orders  for  stop- 
ping  the  spread  of  the  Plague  or  *  Visitation  '  as  it  was  piously  called. 
The  Councîl  were  also  troubled  with  that  drift  of  the  population  from 
the  villages  to  the  towns  that  so  disturbed  the  legîslators  of  the  time. 
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Like  the  Londoners  and  others  the  Nottingham  rulers  endeavoured 
to  stop  the  human  influx  by  prohibiting  the  érection  of  cottages  or 
the  conversion  of  bams  into  houses,  with  the  natural  resuit  that  some 
of  the  burgesses  were  unable  to  find  house-room,  whilst  others  were 
compelled  to  pay  excessive  rents  (p.  310).  The  new-comers  to  the 
town  were  harassed  by  the  burgesses  and  trade  companies,  excluded 
from  trading,  and  even  expelled  the  town.  It  is  impossible  to  read 
the  numerous  orders  against  thèse  poor  people,  and  the  gênerai 
expulsion  of  them  from  the  town  recorded  at  pp.  31 1-3 14,  without 
feelîng  that  the  rulers  of  Nottingham  contributed  something  to  the 
mass  of  cruelty  and  injustice  that  stain  English  history  in  the  early 
part  of  the  seventeenth  century. 

2.  This  volume  includes  many  papers  connected  with  the  long 
contest  between  the  Common  Council  and  the  commonalty  of  the 
town,  the  Council  endeavouring  to  exclude  the  burgesses  from  ail 
control  over  their  constitution,  and  the  burgesses  constantly  opposing 
thèse  attempts.  The  conséquences  of  thèse  struggles  were  several 
reconstructions  of  the  Council  during  this  period,  which  it  will  be 
convenient  to  hère  review.  The  Council  had  no  existence  prior  to 
1446,'  and  it  was  at  first  merely  a  committee  appointed  by  the 
burgesses  for  the  management  of  the  aflFairs  of  the  town.  The 
burgesses,  as  we  shall  see,  assembled  for  the  discussion  of  important 
matters  for  some  time  after  this  date,  and  there  can  be  little  doubt 
that  this  was  the  System  of  government  in  use  prior  to  the  establish- 
ment of  this  committee  in  1446.  The  loss  of  the  Great  Red  Book 
of  the  borough  has  deprived  us  of  old  laws  and  usages  of  the  town 
that  might  hâve  fuUy  explained  the  early  form  of  government,  but 
we  hâve  still  sufficîent  recorded  to  enable  us  to  form  some  îdea  of  the 
System  in  existence  before  the  création  of  the  governîng  committee. 
Thus  in  1390  a  lease  is  granted  by  the  Mayor,  Chamberlains,  and 
ail  the  burgesses  'with  the  assent  and  will  of  the  entire  communîty 
of  the  town  ;'«  and  a  deed  is  granted  in  1401  by  the  Mayor  and 
Chamberlains  *with  the  full  consent  and   pure  will  of  our  good

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burgesses  and  of  the  whole  communîty  of  our  town  of  Nottingham.'» 
A  release  dated  1416  îs  made  by  the  Mayor  and  hîs  co-burgesses  and 
the  communîty  of  the  town.^  That  thèse  are  not  survivais  în 
légal  documents  of  obsolète  phrases  îs  proved  by  a  passage  în  the 
rental  of  1435,  whîch  records  that  Robert  Bercroft  rented  from  the 
Mayor,  Baîliffs,  Chamberlaîns,  *and  money  other  cornons  then  în 
the  sayd  (Common  Town)  Haie  *  some  of  the  property  of  the  com- 
munîty.3  Gregory  records  that  on  January  7,  1410,  orders  for  the 
benefit  of  the  înhabîtants  of  the  town  were  made  by  the  Mayor, 
Baîliffs,  Chamberlaîns,  and  communîty  of  the  town.*  In  other 
.boroughs  such  bye-laws  were  passed  at  meetings  of  the  whole  body 
of  the  burgesses,  whîch  assemblîes  were  known  as  *  Gîld  Merchants  * 
at  Glbucester,  Worcester,  Berwîck,  and  other  places.^  The  burgesses 
of  Nottingham  were  granted  permission  to  hâve  a  Gild  Merchant  by 
John  when  Earl  of  Mortain  about  the  year  1 189.^  We  hâve  no  other 
record  of  the  Nottingham  Gild  Merchant  until  1 365,  and  it  îs  then 
used  în  such  a  way  as  to  suggest  that  'entrance  into  the  Gîld 
Merchant'  was  synonymous  with  *enrolment  as  a  burgess  of  the 
borough.'7  This  was  s'o  în  Dublin  as  early  as  1226,^  and  at 
Gloucester  admission  to  the  freedom  of  the  city  was  descrîbed 
even  down  to  the  sixteenth  century  as  entrance  into  the  Gild  Mer- 
chant The  use  of  the  same  phrase  may  be  traced  in  other 
boroughs.9  The  explanation  of  this  seems  to  be  that  în  thèse  cases 
the  Gild  Merchant  had  so  widened  its  basis  as  to  înclude  amongst  îts

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members  the  whole  body  of  the  burgesses,  and  the  Gild  Merchant 
thus  became  synonymous  wîth  the  community  or  whole  body  of  the 
burgesses.'  As  the  Nottîngham  Gild  Merchant  appears  to  hâve  thus 
become  synonymous  with  the  community,  we  may  hazard  the  sur- 
mise that  bye-Iaws,  etc.,  were  hère  passed  în  assemblies  of  the  bur- 
gesses known  as  *  Gild  Merchants.*  The  Gild  Merchants  were  solemn 
assemblies  held  usually  at  two  fixed  dates  în  the  year.»  The  bur- 
gesses seem  to  hâve  been  specially  summoned  to  meetings  to  dîs- 
cuss  any  questions  such  as  the  granting  of  leases,  etc.,  that  mîght 
arise  în  the  interval  between  the  meetings  of  the  Gild  Merchant  In 
Nottîngham  the  burgesses  who  happened  to  be  présent  at  the  sittings 
of  the  Borough  Court  seem  to  hâve  been  taken  to  represent  a  gênerai 
assembly  of  the  burgesses,  and  leases,  etc.,  were  accordingly  executed 
by  the  Mayor,  Chamberlains,  and  others  at  thèse  Courts  in  the  name 
of  the  community.3  Such  a  practîce  naturally  left  power  în  the 
hands  of  the  wealthy  tradesmen,  men  whose  names  regularly  occur 
as  wîtnesses  to  private  deeds,  which  were  generally  executed  before 
the  Borough  Court.  It  was,  no  doubt,  the  abuses  arising  from  this 
System  and  the  inconX^enience  of  having  to  call  a  meeting  of  the 
whole  community  for  the  considération  of  every  question  connected 
wîth  the  ruling  of  the  town  that  caused  the  burgesses  to  choose  the 
committee  of  1446.  This  committee  consisted  of  twelve  members 
and  the  Mayor.  Four  Justices  of  the  Peace  in  addition  to  the  Mayor 
and  the  Recorder  were  created  by  charter  in  1399,'*  and  they  at  once 
took  a  prominent  part  in  the  direction  of  town  affairs.     We  may

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assume,  therefore,  that  they  formed  part  of  the  commîttee  of  1446. 
Two  years  later,  theîr  number  was  încreased  to  seven,  încludîng  the 
Mayor,  and  their  office  was  combined  wîth  that  of  Aldermen.»  The 
inclusion  of  the  seven  Aldermen  în  the  commîttee  of  thirteen  left  six 
other  members  of  the  commîttee,  who  soon  became  known  as 
'Common  Councillors.'»  The  Councîllors  from  the  first  appear  to 
hâve  been  chosen  for  lîfe,  an  arrangement  that  gave  the  burgesses 
little  control  over  them.  The  Councîl  was  not,  however,  entîrely  în- 
dependent  of  the  burgesses,  for  they  attended  the  meetings  of  the 
Councîl,  and  questions  were  deliberated  before  them  and  decîded  by 
their  votes.  Thus  in  145 1  a  lease  is  made  by  the  Mayor,  Recorder, 
the  Justices,  Sheriffs,  Chamberlaîns,  and  'the  entîre  communîty  of 
the  town;'3  în  1463  orders  are  made  by  an  assemblage  of  130  bur- 
gesses, în  which  number  the  Councîl  seems  to  be  included;*  and  in 
1480  the  Mayor  calls  the  commons  together  in  theîr  Common  Hall 
for  the  purpose  of  granting  a  lease  of  land,  but  *  the  sayd  Commons 
would  in  no  wîse  agrée  thereto.*^  An  agreement  în  1482  is  made  on 
behalf  of  '  ]>e  Maire  and  his  bredem  and  ]>e  Commynaltîe  of  Noting- 
ham;'6  a  licence  to  enclose  land  is  granted  în  15 16  by  the  Mayor, 
Aldermen,  Councîllors,  Sheriffs,  Chamberlaîns,  *and  many  other 
burgesses.' 7  And  în  1494  a  lease  is  made  by  the  Mayor,  Sheriffs, 
and  Chamberlaîns,  'wîth  ]>e  assent  and  consent  of  ail  J?e  Burgesses 
and  Comonaltie  of  \>c  same  towne.'^  The  Councîl  would  thus  seem 
to  hâve  occupied  much  the  same  position  as  the  directors  of  a 
Company  who  hâve  to  submit  theîr  décisions  to  a  gênerai  meeting  of 
the  shareholders  for  approval.  Matters  of  small  moment  would,  no 
doubt,  be  decîded  by  the  Councîl  without  calHng  an  assembly  of  the 
burgesses,  and  the  Councîl  seem   to  hâve  made  this  the  basis  of

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further  encroachments  upon  the  powers  of  the  burgesses.  In  1512 
the  Recorder  advises  the  Mayor  and  hîs  brethren  to  resîst  the  claim 
of  the  commonalty  to  elect  Aldermen  and  other  officers,  on  the 
ground  that  such  a  claim  is  '  contrare  to  aile  good  and  politike  order 
and  rule  and,  în  conclusion,  to  ye  dîstruccîon  of  the  towne/  and  he 
continues  'for  if  ye  shalle  suffer  the  commens  to  rule  and  folowe 
ther  apetîte  and  désire,  fare  welle  aile  good  order!'  In  conclusion 
he  advises  them  beware  of  callîng  any  Common  Hall  at  the  request 
of  any  of  the  burgesses,  and  remînds  them  of  the  '  inconveniences  * 
that  hâve  ensued  upon  the  calling  together  of  the  commons  in 
London  and  elsewherfe.^  From  this  we  learn  that  the  burgesses  had, 
as  in  1480,  the  right  of  attending  meetings  of  the  Common  Hall 
and  of  deciding  questions  there  arising.  A  year  later  the  Lord 
Treasurer,  Sir  Thomas  Lovell,  writes  for  the  names  of  such  as  resist 
the  Council,  and  he  trusts  to  see  them  condîgnly  punished.^  But  the 
terrors  of  the  royal  authority  were  not  sufficient  to  make  the  bur- 
gesses surrender  their  claims,  for  the  Mickletorn  or  Leet  Jury  in  1527 
protest  agaînst  the  élection  of  an  Alderman  without  the  consent  or 
knowledge  of  the  community.^  Owing  partly  to  the  loss  of  the 
minutes  of  the  Council,  we  hâve  no  account  of  the  phases  of  this 
dispute  during  the  next  half  century.  The  only  minutes  preserved 
for  this  period  are  those  of  1552  (pp.  xxvii.,  100),  which  are  made 
by  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Councîllors  without  the  expressed 
présence  and  assent  of  the  community  of  the  burgesses.  But  it  is 
évident  that  the  burgesses  were  still  fighting  against  the  establish- 
ment of  an  oligarchie  Council,  and  în  1577  they  scored  a  decided 
victory.  On  March  29  of  this  year  the  number  of  Councîllors  was 
increased  from  six  to  twelve,  and  this  order  was  made  by  forty-five 
burgesses  'beinge  then  ail  of  the  degree  of  Chamberlaynes."*  This 
îs  the  body  known  as  the  Clothing,  which  about  this  date  became 
a  portion  of  the  Council,  and  which  existed  until  the  old  Council 
was  swept  away  by  the  Municipal  Corporations  Reform  Act  ot 
1835,     We  hâve  no  record  of  the  date  when  they  first  began  to

partîcipate  în  the  délibérations  of  the  Council,  but  ît  was,  no  doubt, 
long  before  this  date.  Men  who  had  fiUed  the  position  of  Chamber- 
laîns  or  Treasurers  of  the  borough  necessarily  knew  something  about 
the  affaîrs  of  the  town,  and  it  was  natural  that  they  should  be  called 
to  assîst  in  the  délibérations  of  the  Council.  They  had,  in  latef 
times  at  ail  events,  a  further  claim  to  officiai  knowledge,  for  a  custom 
grew  up  of  making  the  two  Chamberlains  of  a  given  year  Sheriffs 
for  the  second  year  after  the  expiration  of  theîr  year  of  office.  The 
first  clear  instance  of  this  practice  appears  to  be  in  1544-5,  when  the 
Sheriffs  were  Richard  Alenson  and  Richard  Burton,  who  filled  thè 
office  of  Chamberlains  in  1542-3.  But  it  does  not  seem  to  hâve 
become  an  invariable  practice  until  about  1570.  From  this  date  until 
the  end  of  this  period  the  names  of  the  Chamberlains  for  the  current 
year  are  added  at  the  end  of  the  lîst  of  the  Clothing,  and  the 
Sheriffs  for  that  year  are  just  as  regularly  the  ex-Chamberlains  of 
the  officiai  year  that  expired  twelve  months  prevîously.  The  încrease 
of  the  Council  from  six  to  twelve  members  and  the  apparent  acknowr 
ledgment  of  the  status  of  the  Clothing  as  a  subordinate  member 
of  the  Council  did  not  really  provide  any  popular  représentation  in 
the  Council.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  the  Councillors  to  a 
great  extent  neutralised  what  représentation  the  burgesscs  might  be 
supposed  to  possess  in  the  members  of  the  Clothing,  who  were  in 
effect  mère  nominees  of  the  Council,  and  the  senior  members  of 
the  Clothing  must  hâve  become  îmbued  with  the  views  and  feelings 
of  the  Council  durîng  theîr  long  association  with  îts  working.  This 
arrangement  was  not,  therefore,  satîsfactory  to  the  burgesses,  and 
there  appears  to  hâve  been  another  agreement  between  the  Council 
and  them  at  Michaelmas  of  the  same  year,  whereby  a  body  of 
forty-eîght  were  to  be  added  to  the  Council.'  We  hâve  no  par- 
tîculars  as  to  the  constitution  or  élection  of  thîs  body,  but  as  such 
a  number  as  forty-eîght  could  hardly  be  raised  from  the  Clothing 
alone,  there  must  hâve  been  some  members  elected  from  the  whole 
body  of  the  burgesses.  But  whatever  were  the  terms  of  thîs  agree- 
ment, the  Council  managed  to  évade  them,  and  the  burgesses  seem

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to  have  laid  the  blâme  of  the  failure  of  the  arrangement  upon  the 
shoulders  of  the  Councillors.  Hence  we  find  the  Mîckletorn  Jury 
two  years  later  askîng  for  the  abolition  of  ail  the  Councillors  with 
the  exception  of  the  two  Coroners."  The  request  does  not  appear 
unreasonable  when  we  bear  in  mind  that  the  burgesses  had  had  no 
voice  whatever  in  the  élection  of  the  Councillors  for  many  years, 
possibly  not  since  the  création  of  the  committee  of  1446,  for  the 
Aldermen  and  Councillors  were  elected  for  life,  and  any  vacancy  in 
the  list  of  the  Aldermen  or  Councillors  was  filled  up  by  élections 
made  solely  by  the  Council,  the  Aldermen  being  elected  from  the 
Councillors  and  the  Councillors  from  the  Clothing.  In  place  of  the 
Councillors  the  Mickletorn  Jury  of  1 579  advise  that  the  forty-eight 
of  the  abortive  arrangement  of  Michaelmas,  1577,  be  joined  to  the 
remainder  of  the  governing  body  'to  confer  in  aney  matters  for  the 
towne,  as  there  is  in  othar  place[s]  wher  ther  corporations  are  bettar 
govamed  then  this  is.*'  They  also  désire  that  the  forty-eight  may 
elect  the  Bridge-Masters  and  School-Wardens.  It  does  not  appear 
that  thèse  recommendatîons  were  accepted  by  the  Council,  as  we  find 
the  burgesses  recurring  to  the  like  propositions  at  a  later  date.  From 
the  dépositions  printed  below  at  p.  245  we  learn  that  the  right  of  the 
burgesses  to  assemble  in  the  Gild  Hall  for  the  purpose  of  considering 
and  granting  leases  of  the  corporation  property  was  still  unchallenged 
în  1597-8.  The  burgesses  were  summoned  to  thèse  assemblies 
by  the  Constables  of  their  respective  Wards.  In  this  case  a  body  of 
the  burgesses  objected  to  a  lease  of  the  Tithe  Hay  made  by  the 
Council,  and  claimed  that  they  should  have  the  advantage  of  this 
Hay,  whîch  really  belonged  to  the  Frec  School  estate.  It  îs  worthy 
of  note  that  the  leader  of  this  confederacy  of  the  burgesses  was 
Percîval  Millington,  who  appears  to  have  been  an  uncle  of  the 
régicide  Gilbert  Millington.  Percival  himself  was  for  many  years 
after  this  a  source  of  trouble  to  the  Council,  who  in  vain  endeavoured 
to  appease  or  coerce  him.  Thèse  dépositions  are  of  further  interest 
as  showing  the  skilful  way  în  which  the  Aldermen  attempted  to  over- 
come  their  opponents  by  holding  over  them  the  fear  of  causing  the

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loss  of  the  corporate  franchises.  In  1 60 1-2  the  Sessions  Jury  request 
that  thîrty-sîx  burgesses  may  be  added  to  the  twelve  Councillors, 
and  désire  that  there  may  be  two  companies  of  the  Council,  one  of 
forty-eîght  members,  being  the  Clothîng  with  other  burgesses  added 
to  make  up  the  number,  and  another  company  of  twenty-four  in- 
cludîng  the  Mayor.'  The  Sessions  Jury  repeat  this  request  in 
1603-4,  and  désire  that  the  élection  of  the  company  of  forty-eight 
may  rest  with  the  burgesses,  and  that  élections  to  vacancies  in  it 
may  be  also  made  by  the  burgesses.^  This  proposition  was  con- 
sîdered  in  February,  1604,  by  a  joint  committee  appointed  by  the 
Council  and  the  burgesses.  In  place  of  it  they  recommend  that 
the  Council  shall  consist  of  fifty-six  members  divided  înto  two 
companies:  (i)  the  Mayor,  Recorder,  Aldermen,  and  so  many  of 
the  Clothîng  as  shall  make  up  the  number  to  twenty-eight;^  (2)  the 
remainder  of  the  Clothîng  with  as  many  burgesses  as  are  required 
to  make  them  up  to  the  number  of  twenty-eight  Vacancies  in 
the  first  company  or  *  upper  house  '  were  to  be  filled  up  by  élections 
from  the  second  company,  the  élection  being  made  by  the  members 
of  the  first  company,  and  four  burgesses  from  each  Ward  were 
to  elect  members  to  fill  vacancies  in  the  second  company,'^  No 
provisions  are  made  for  the  choice  or  appointment  of  the  four 
electors  of  each  Ward.  Thèse  propositions  were  accepted  by  the 
Council,  whîch  was  accordingly  reconstituted.  The  first  company, 
as  we  learn  from  the  lîst  given  in  the  Hall  Book  of  that  year 
(No.  3379),  consîsted  of  the  Mayor,  Recorder,  and  six  Aldermen,  the, 
twelve  Councillors,  and  the  eight  senior  members  of  the  Clothîng,  and 
the  second  company  of  the  remaining  members  of  the  Clothîng, 
nîneteen  in  number,  and  nine  of  the  commons.  The  Clothîng  are 
dîstinguîshed  from  the  Aldermen  and  Councillors  in  the  lists  for 
1604-5  and  for  1605-6.  The  names  of  the  nine  commoners  occur 
only  in  the  list  for  1604-5.     But  this  arrangement  of  the  Council

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dîd  not  last  long,  for  we  find  the  Clothîng  agreeîng,  on  August  15, 
1605,  to  a  conférence  wîth  the  burgesses  *în  hope  to  settle  a 
peace  and  quyett  în  the  towne/'  and  the  question  was  referred 
to  a  joint  commîttee  ôf  six  from  each  side  on  January  13,  i6o6.a 
On  January  21  the  Councîl  accepted  the  agreement  made  by  thîs 
joint  committee,  which  was  that  twelve  of  the  Clothîng  and  eîght 
of  *  the  commons  '  should  be  added  to  the  Council.^  This  arrange- 
ment, however,  was  not  carrîed  out,  for  about  this  tîme  the  burgesses 
appealed  to  the  Privy  Council,  by  whom  the  matter  was  referred  to 
the  Justices  of  Assize.  As  a  resuit  of  this  an  order  was  made  by  the 
Privy  Councîl  on  March  30,  1606,  establîshing  a  Council  of  twenty- 
four  persons,  consisting  of  eighteen  of  the  Clothîng  and  six  com- 
moners,  to  be  elected  by  the  Mayor  and  ail  the  burgesses,  or  the 
greater  part  of  them,  at  a  meeting  specially  summoned  for  the  pur- 
pose.  The  proportion  of  commoners  to  Clothîng  was  to  be  always 
observed,  and  the  Aldermen  were  excluded  from  membership  of  the 
Councîl.  No  altération  was  made  in  the  manner  of  electing  the 
Mayor,  Recorder,  Aldermen,  Coroners,  SherifTs,  Chamberlaîns,  and 
other  ofBcers.*  It  is  probable  that  the  Aldermen  formed  a  separate 
Company  from  the  Council,  but  acting  wîth  them  as  suggested  in 
160 1-2,  for  the  order  proceeds  to  give  the  Mayor,  Recorder,  Alder- 
men, and  above  Council  of  twenty-four  power  of  making  orders  for 
the  govemment  of  the  town.  The  Municipal  Corporations  Report  is 
wrong  in  saying  that  the  Aldermen  were  excluded  from  power  until 
1648,  for  their  names  occur  as  voters  at  meetings  of  the  Council 
throughout  1606-7,  and  down  to  the  end  of  this  period.  The  first 
meeting  of  'the  New  Company'  was  held  on  April  23,  1606.^  In 
the  list  for  1606-7  and  subsequently  the  Councîl  are  not  distinguished 
from  the  Clothîng,  except  by  their  seniorîty.  The  commoners 
appear  to  be  merged  in  the  Clothîng;  indeed,  some  of  them  served

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as  Chamberlaîns  and  so  became  members  of  the  Clothîng.  The  lîst 
of  the  Councîl  at  Michaelmas,  1606,  contains  fifty-five  names,  vîz., 
the  Mayor,  Recorder,  six  Aldermen,  the  Mayor's  Clerk  and  the 
Sherîffs'  Clerk,  the  two  Coroners,  the  other  ten  Councillors,  and 
thîrty-three  other  names.  Ail  of  thèse  names  except  four  were 
members  of  the  Clothîng,  and  three  of  thèse  four  names  are  cancelled 
in  the  next  year's  Hst.  Other  names  are  occasîonally  added 
at  the  end  of  Clothîng,  but  they  never  exceed  four  or  five.  The 
Councîl  îs  regularly  recruited  by  the  addition  of  the  names  of  the 
Chamberlaîns  at  the  expiration  of  their  year  of  office.  Sometîmes 
the  annual  addition  of  the  two  ex-Chamberlaîns  causes  the  numbers 
to  exceed  the  number  of  fifty-six,  whîch  seems  to  be  the  average 
number.  Even  this  Councîl  did  not  gîve  satisfaction  to  the  burgesses, 
for  the  Mîckletorn  Jury  on  October  16,  1606,  présent  the  *new 
Counsill  '  for  unfairly  allotîng  the  best  of  the  town  lands  to  them- 
selves.' 

3.  The  records  of  the  Borough  Court,  from  whîch  so  much  of  the 
contents  of  the  prevîous  volumes  was  derived,  hâve  contributed  very 
little  to  this  volume.  There  are  only  fourteen  of  the  Court  Books  of 
this  period  in  existence,  ranging  from  1547-8  to  1623-4  (Nos.  1423 
to  1436),  and  they  are  of  slîght  importance.  They  very  seldom  gîve 
more  particulars  of  a  suit  than  the  names  of  the  parties  to  it,  theîr 
appearances,  the  summoning  of  juries,  verdicts,  etc.,  so  that  they  are 
little  more  than  bare  lists  of  the  cases. 

4.  The  position  vacated  by  the  records  of  the  Borough  Court  is 
filled  in  this  volume  by  the  Hall  Books.  The  development  of  thèse 
books  from  the  Mayoralty  Rolls  and  Mayoralty  Books  has  been 
sketched  in  the  introductions  to  the  second  and  third  volumes. 
Throughout  the  whole  of  this  period  the  Hall  Books  stîU  keep  up 
much  of  the  character  of  the  older  Mayoralty  Books.  They  are  en- 
tîtled:  Liâer  Record[orum\  et  Proces^uum]  villae  Nottinghamiae, 
tempore  talis,  Majoris  villae  praedictae,  a  f esta  Sancti  Michaelis  Arch- 
angeli,  anno  regni,  etc.,  usque  idem  festum  Sancti  Michaelis  Archangeli

occurs,  wîth  slight  variations,  in  ail  but  one  or  two  of  the  later  Hall 
Books  of  this  period.  Thèse  books  contaîn  lîsts  of  the  bakers  lîcenced 
to  bake  in  the  town,  accounts  of  the  Assize  of  Bread,  lists  of  the 
searchers  of  the  varions  trading  companies  (bakers,  shoemakers, 
butchers,  fishers,  taverners,  and  tanners),  sureties  of  the  Waits  and 
other  officers  of  the  commonalty,  enrolments  of  sureties  to  keep  the 
peace,  enrolments  of  deeds  and  of  Statutes  Merchant  bonds.  The 
entries  of  the  latter  are  very  numerous  in  some  of  the  books,  and  the 
amounts  specified  in  the  bonds  are  sometimes  very  large.^  The  neigh- 
bouring  nobility  and  gentry  made  extensive  use  of  the  Nottîngham 
court  for  the  acknowledgment  of  Statutes  Merchant  bonds  ;  indeed, 
they  contribute  a  very  large  proportion  of  the  names  that  occur  in 
the  bonds.  Pleas  of  lands  and  tenements  in  the  borough  pleaded 
before  the  Mayor  and  Sheriffs  are  also  entered  in  thèse  books,  and 
there  are  enrolments  of  other  suits,  whîch  seem  to  be  suîts  in  which 
the  Sheriffs  were  interested,  such  actions  being  heard  before  the 
Mayon^  Other  matter  is  occasîonally  entered,  such  as  notes  con- 
cerning  the  collections  of  subsidies  in  the  town,  and  other  jottings  of 
the  Mayor's  Clerk  relatîng  to  leases,  rents,  etc.  Apprentices'  in- 
dentures were  enroUed  for  some  time  after  the  order  of  March  9, 
1579,  printed  at  page  186.  Some  of  thèse  subjects  gradually  dis- 
appear  towards  the  latter  end  of  this  period  as  the  Hall  Books  lose 
their  resemblance  to  the  Mayoralty  Books  and  become  more  and 
more  minute  books  of  the  Common  Council.  It  îs  the  entry  of  thèse 
minutes  that  give  the  Hall  Books  the  importance  they  possess  for 
this  period.  Minutes  are  occasionally  entered  in  the  Hall  Books 
prior  to  this  period,  but  such  entries  are  not  regular.  There  are  a 
few  minutes  in  some  of  the  earlier  books  of  this  date,  usually  entered 
on  loose  leaves  inserted  in  the  Hall  Books,  but  the  regular  keeping

Clerk  from  1597  to  161 7.  There  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  earlîer 
minutes  of  importance  were  entered  in  the  lost  Red  Book  of  the 
town,  for  Gregory,  in  hîs  notes  of  the  contents  of  this  book,  quotes 
an  important  minute  of  1 577,  although  the  Hall  Book  for  that  year 
contains  no  minutes.  Two  loose  leaves  of  existing  Hall  Books,  to 
wit,  No.  3358,  A.D.  1551-2,  and  No.  3386,  A.D.  1610-11,  were  found, 
after  the  foUowing  sheets  had  gone  to  press,  in  a  bundle  of  papers 
labelled  *  Papers  relating  to  old  Suits,*  with  which  thèse  leaves  hâve 
no  connexion.  As  the  minutes  they  contain  are  of  interest,  they 
are  printed  in  the  form  of  an  appendix  to  the  Introduction.  The 
foUowîng  îs  a  list  of  the  Hall  Books  now  in  existence  :

A  calendar  of  the  Hall  Books  from  the  commencement  of  the  séries 
to  1625  was  compiled  in  1818  by  William  Illingworth,  Deputy- 
Keeper  of  the  Public  Records,  who  was  a  Nottingham  man.  From 
this  calendar  many  quotations  are  given  in  Thomas  Bailey's  Annals 
of  Nottinghamshire,  Baîley  sometimes  quotes  the  wording  of  the 
calendar  as  if  it  was  a  copy  of  the  Hall  Books,  and  he  sometimes 
gives  extracts  under  wrong  dates.    Thèse  causes  and  the  mîstakes 
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of  lUîngworth  hâve  rendered  the  passages  from  the  Hall  Bcx)ks  în 
Bailey's  work  untrustworthy.  Most  of  the  passages  quoted  or 
referred  to  by  Bailey  are  printed  în  full  în  the  followîng  sheets, 
références  beîng  gîven  to  the  pages  they  occur  upon  în  Bailey's 
book,  and  the  more  important  mîstakes  notîced.  In  cases  where 
passages  of  like  effect  to  those  quoted  by  Bailey  but  of  earlîer  date 
hâve  been  printed  în  thèse  volumes,  it  has  not  been  consîdered 
necessary  to  print  the  passages  quoted  by  Bailey. 

5.  The  Sessions  Rolls  for  thîs  perîod  only  differ  from  those 
described  în  the  introduction  to  the  previous  volume  în  theîr  in- 
creased  bulk.  There  are  thîrty-four  rolls  of  this  perîod  în  existence, 
each  of  which  represents  the  proceedings  of  one  year.  It  wîU  be 
seen  that  much  matter  has  been  excerpted  from  thèse  rolls,  but  the 
passages  selected  for  printîng  bear  a  very  small  proportion  to  the 
contents  of  the  rolls.  They,  however,  fairly  represent  the  diverse 
character  of  the  presentments  and  pétitions  of  the  Sessions  Jury. 

6.  The  proportion  of  matter  derived  from  the  Mickletorn  Jury 
rolls  îs,  îf  anything,  less  than  that  taken  from  the  Sessions  Rolls. 
Thîs  îs  to  be  explained  by  the  purely  personal  nature  of  many  of  the 
presentments.  Several  of  the  earlier  rolls  are  hère  printed  in  full, 
and  they  are  fair  samples  of  the  later  rolls.  Twenty-one  rolls  of 
thîs  perîod  hâve  been  preserved.  They  are  small  rolls  of  paper  or, 
în  later  times,  folio  sheets  of  paper.  Most  of  them  were  found  rolled 
up  with  the  Sessions  Rolls,  from  which  they  hâve  been  now  separated 
and  separately  numbered. 

7.  There  are  in  existence  twenty-eight  of  the  Chamberlains'  books 
of  accounts  of  thîs  perîod.  They  differ  very  little  from  those  de- 
scribed in  the  introduction  to  the  previous  volume.  From  them  a 
considérable  amount  of  matter  has  been  selected.  The  summaries  of 
the  Chamberlaîns'  accounts,  of  which  there  are  fifty-seven  of  this 
period  în  existence,  hâve  become  of  very  slight  value.  They  give 
nothing  but  a  lîst  of  the  heads  of  receipts  and  expenditure,  signed 
by  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  other  auditors.  The  chîef  value  of 
thèse  summaries  lies  în  the  autographs  of  leading  townsmen  thus 
appended  to  them. 
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8.  The  Bridge- Wardens*  accounts  of  thîs  date  now  în  existence 
number  twenty-eight,  but  they  hâve  contrîbuted  very  little  to  thîs 
volume.  They  consîst  chîefly  of  payments  for  labour,  and  theîr  con- 
tents are  thus  of  lîttle  înterest  The  accounts  are  written,  like  the 
Chamberlains'  accounts,  in  small  folio  paper  books,  but  they  are  not 
so  carefully  kept  as  the  Chamberlains*  accounts. 

9.  The  accounts  of  the  Wardens  of  the  Free  School  are  a  class  of 
records  that  only  commence  în  thîs  period,  the  earlîest  one  preserved 
beîng  dated  1577-8.  There  are  in  ail  forty-sîx  of  thèse  accounts, 
which  are  really  the  summarîes  of  the  accounts.  Particulars  of 
payments  were  gîven  in  separate  books,  which  are  occasîonally 
referred  to.  None  of  thèse  books  hâve  been  preserved.  The  earlîest 
account  is  printed  in  full  at  p.  48,  and  another  one  for  1582-3  îs  also 
gîven  în  full  at  p.  54.  Thèse  summarîes,  like  those  of  the  Chamber- 
lains, are  signed  by  the  Mayor  and  other  townsmen.  They  contaîn 
little  of  gênerai  înterest  except  for  the  history  of  the  School.  Occa- 
sîonally, however,  there  are  entrîes  of  payments  of  money  for  town 
purposes  out  of  the  funds  of  the  School  Estate.  Thus  în  1586-7,  the 
sum  of  ;f  14  was  paid  by  the  School-Wardens  to  Mr.  Greaves,  at 
the  command  of  the  Mayor,  to  be  expended  about  the  woods  of  the 
town;i  and  în  1613-14  they  paid  William  Gregory  40s.  towards 
his  wages  as  Burgess  of  Parlîament^  There  is  an  entry  în  1611-12 
of  the  receipt  of  20s.  from  the  Weavers  Company,^  which  may  hâve 

.  been  some  assignment  from  the  town  in  repayment  of  money  taken 
from  the  School  Estate.  But  there  îs  ample  évidence  that  the 
Councîl  at  thîs  tîme,  as  în  later  times,  treated  the  School  Estate  as 
part  of  the  town  property,  making  payments  out  of  îts  funds  for 
objects  whoUy  unconnected  with  the  school,  and  evfen  allotîng  îts 
lands  as  burgess  parts.

10.  Amongst  the  records  of  mînor  importance  may  be  noticed 
the  Chamberlaîns'  Rentals.  Thèse  are  small  quarto  books  of  paper, 
and  there  are  twenty-six  of  them  belongîng  to  this  perîod  in  the 
Corporation  strong-room.  Extracts  from  some  of  the  earlier  ones 
are  gîven  wîthin.  The  Bridge  Rentals,  twenty-seven  in  number,  and 
the  Free  School  Rentals,  twenty-two  în  number,  are  similar  books. 
In  addition  to  the  deeds  calendared  at  p.  395  sqq,^  there  are  a  number 
of  leases  of  lands  belonging  to  the  Chamber,  the  Bridge,  and  the 
Free  School  -estâtes,  of  which  a  calendar  is  preserved  in  the  Town 
Clerk's  office.  Somethîng  has  been  derived  from  William  Gregory's 
papers,  which  now  assume  the  character  of  contemporary  authorîties. 

11.  There  are  some  examples  of  this  period  of  the  barbarous 
custom,  described  at  p.  x.  of  the  introduction  to  vol.  iiî.,  of  tearing 
up  M  S.  books  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  covers  for  other  books. 
One  of  the  finest  MSS.  so  destroyed  at  Nottingham  appears  to  hâve 
been  a  very  interestîng  médiéval  chronicle.  It  was  in  a  fourteenth 
century  hand,  rubricated  in  blue  and  red  The  book  seems  to  hâve 
been  Haython's  Flores  Historiarum.  This  was  a  chronicle  of  eastern 
history  compiled  about  the  year  1307,  by  Haython  or  Hayton,  a 
kinsman  of  the  King  of  Armenia,  who  entered  a  monastery  at 
Poîctîers,  where  he  dictated  his  history  în  French  to  an  amanuensis, 
by  whom  it  was  subsequently  translated  into  Latin.  The  Latin 
version  was  printed  in  1529,'  1532,*  and  in  1585,2  and  in  later 
éditions,  none  of  *  which  are  very  trustworthy.  An  English  version 
was  one  of  our  early  printed  books,  which  attests  the  importance 
then  attached  to  this  chronicle.  This  version  was  published  without 
date  by  RICHARD   PYNSON.    A  description  of  this  rare  book  is

1625.  The  Nottingham  fragments  differ  from  the  printed  Latin  texts, 
occasîonally  substituting  synonymous  words  for  those  in  the  printed 
texts,  and  sometimes  abrîdging,  sometimes  expandîng  the  matter  there 
given.  But  the  gênerai  resemblance  is  too  great  to  admit  the  îdea 
that  it  is  a  separate  compilation,  and  in  one  case  (c.  42  of  the  printed 
texts)  where  the  author  speaks  in  the  first  person,  the  pronoun  is 
unaltered  in  the  Nottingham  text  Yet  the  arrangement  of  chapters 
differs,  for  chapters  41  and  42  of  the  Nottingham  MS.  answer  to 
chapter  54  of  the  printed  work,  chapter  43  to  chapter  55,  and 
chapter  44  to  chapter  57.  The  chapters  are  not  numbered  in  the 
Nottingham  M  S.,  but  a  pièce  of  a  rubric  of  the  chapters  occurs  in 
the  portion  used  to  cover  the  Hall  Book  for  1 600-1  (No.  3378),  which 
also  shows  that  the  book  was  divided  into  four  parts,  hère  again 
differing  from  the  printed  texts.  Pynson's  text  is,  according  to 
DlBDiN,  divided  into  four  parts,  an  arrangement  that  may  hâve 
been  pecuHar  to  the  English  copies  of  the  Latin  version.  The  covers 
of  No.  3378  include  chapter  i  of  the  printed  text,  which  gives  an 
interesting  description  of  China,  its  people,  and  their  paper  money  ; 
a  description  of  the  Kingdom  of  Tharsa,  whence,  ît  is  stated,  the 
three  kîngs  came  to  adore  the  infant  Jésus,  which  forms  chapter  2 
of  the  printed  text;  and  a  portion  of  chapter  14,  a  description  of 
Syria,  and  of  chapter  i  S,  describing  the  Kingdom  of  the  Saracens. 
The  covers  of  the  Bridge- Rental  for  1600-1  (No.  2375)  give  a  portion 
of  chapter  9,  dealing  wîth  the  Kingdom  of  Armenia,  the  whole  of 
chapters  10  and  1 1,  treating  of  Georgia  and  Chaldaea,  and  most  of 
chapter  12,  devoted  to  Mesopotamia.  The  Chamberlains'  Rental  for 
1598-9  (No.  2175)  has  covers  contaîning  most  of  chapter  17,  the 
history  of  Jenghiz  Khan,  and  a  portion  of  chapter  18,  the  history  of 
Oghotai  Khan.  This  chapter  is  continued  on  the  covers  of  the  Hall 
Book  for  1597-8  (No.  3376),  which  also  contain  the  whole  of  chapters 
19  to  23,  giving  accounts  of  Kuyuk  Khan,  Mangku  Khan,  Kublai 
Khan,  Juchi  Khan,  and  Baydo,  and' a  portion  of  chapter  23,  devoted  to 
Hulagu,  brother  of  Mangku  Khan.     This  chapter  is  continued  on  the 
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cover  of  the  Brîdge-Rental  for  1 598-9  (No.  2374),  whîch  also  gîves 
chapters  25,  26,  27,  and  28,  and  a  portion  of  chapter  29,  containing 
accounts  of  the  capture  of  Baghdad  and  Aleppo  by  the  Tartars. 
There  îs  now  a  break  untîl  we  corne  to  chapter  41,  part  of  which  occurs 
on  the  covers  of  the  Hall  Book  for  1598-9  (No.  3377).  Thèse  leaves 
also  contain  ail  but  a  Hne  or  two  of  chapter  42,  an  account  of  the 
triumphs  of  Casan  the  Tartan  Chapter  54,  whîch  describes  the 
Kingdom  of  Egypt,  also  occurs  on  the  covers  of  this  book,  whîch 
probably  represents  the  outer  leaves  of  a  quîre.'  In  addition  to  this 
important  and  interesting  manuscript,  there  are  some  leaves  of  a  Latin 
treatîse  on  baptism  used  as  covers  of  the  Bridge  Rental  for  1601-2 
(No.  2376),  and  of  the  Chamberlains'  Rentals  for  the  same  year 
(No.  2176),  and  for  1602-3  (No.  2177).  Thèse  are  from  a  fifteenth 
century  MS.  The  Bridge-Rental  for  1602-3  îs  covered  with  a  leaf  of 
an  early  thîrteenth  century  MS.  written  in  a  small,  close  book-hand, 
consisting  of  some  religious  work. 

12.  The  plates  comprise  autotype  fac-similés  of  a  letter  from  the 
Mayor  of  Nottingham  in  1561  and  a  page  of  a  Hall  Book  in  the 
handwriting  of  WILLIAM  Gregory,  the  Mayor's  or  Town  Clerk. 
The  letter  îs  printed  in  full  at  pp.  126-128,  and  the  contents  of  the 
page  of  the  Hall  Book  îs  given  at  pages  246-248.  This  plate  hardly 
does  justice  to  the  minute  character  of  William  Gregory's  hand- 
writing.

2o  Manor  of  Wollaton,  in  the  County  of  Nottingham  ;  of  which  pit  the 
said  Richard  has  been  for  the  space  of  I2  years  last  past,  and  is  still, 
one  of  the  colliers;  and  in  the  same  Manor  there  exists,  and  has 
existed  from  time  out  of  mind,  a  custom  used  and  approved  that 
each  person  there  buying  coals  ought  to  receîve  and  hâve  from  the 

25  collier  who  has  delivered  the  coals  a  certain  sîgn  called  *  a  mark  or  a 
token*  for  a  whole  roke  of  coals,  for  three  quarters  of  a  roke,  or 
for  half  a  roke  of  coals,  and  that  the  aforesaid  sign  shall  be 
delivered  to  the  doorkeeper  of  the  coals  there  by  the  hands  of  the 
buyer  of  the  coals  and  the  payment  of  the  money  for  the  aforesaid

The  earl 7  portion  of  this  list  is  derived  from  the  same  sources  as  those  describccl  in  tbe 
previous  volumes.  Several  of  the  names  hâve  been  derived  from  Greaves'  papcrs  ;  thèse 
are,  as  before,  marked  by  asterisks.  The  numbers  of  Buiigesses  enrolled  in  each  year  are 
aiso  derived  from  Greaves,  who  had  evidently  the  original  Burgess  Rolls  before  him,  which 
hâve  now  perished.  For  the  later  years  of  this  period  we  hâve  full  lists  of  the  Cooncil  is 
the  Hall  Books.  Thèse  lists  hâve  yielded  almost  ail  the  names  after  157 1-2,  from  whid 
date  the  séries  of  Hall  Books  is  fairly  complète.  There  were  several  changes  in  the  con- 
stitution of  the  Council,  which  are  described  in  the  introduction  to  this  volume.  Most  é 
the  changes  in  the  Council  recorded  in  this  list  are  recorded  merely  by  the  cancelling  of  i 
name  in  the  lists  in  the  Hall  Books.  When  a  member*s  name  appears  regularly  in  the  list^ 
up  to  a  point  when  one  of  the  Hall  Books  is  missing  and  his  name  is  omitted  from  the  list  in 
the  next  Hall  Book  that  is  preserved,  it  is  évident  that  he  has  vacated  his  seat  during  ihe 
time  of  which  we  hâve  no  record.  AU  such  changes  are  hère  carefully  noted.  It  shouli 
be  stated  that  the  word  '  discharged  '  in  this  list  does  not  necessarily  mean  that  the  persoc 
to  whom  it  is  applied  was  expelled  from  the  Council  ;  it  may  mean  that  he  resigned,  as  i: 
represents  the  word  '  exon\eratur\  '  written  against  his  name  in  the  Hall  Book.  The  names 
of  the  Waits  do  not  appear  in  ail  the  lists,  although  spaces  are  left  for  their  insertion.
